There is considerable 
evidence

low that thing s are not g oing too w^ell 
pvith J apan in its attempted conquest of 
China. 
Up to now the preponderance of mil­ 
itary success has been

But news now comes from the dis­ 
trict north of Hankow that the Chinese 
are striking back with remarkable suc- 
ce.ss. 
The effort to org anize Chinese in 
the occupied territory 
to 
fig ht Chinese 
outside it has not 
been 
successful. 
The 
continual wearing away of guerrilla war­ 
fare is not doing the far-flung J apanese 
troops any good. 
And 
the 
strain 
of 
month after weary month of what was to 
have been a quick and brilliant victory is 
a very trymg one, both from the military 
and financial ang le. 
The war cost, in men, money, and re­ 
sources, is piling up— and precious little 
is coming back 
from China 
except 
the 
endless stream of 
little urns 
containing 
ashes of w hat were J apan's best young 
men. 
There is evidence which, on the face of 
it, indicates an increasing desperation on 
the part of J apan. 
The decision to inter­ 
fere arbitrarily with the ordinary neutral 
trade of what is left of China is one which 
may offend 
powerful 
nations 
like 
the 
British and American, neither of which is 
without power in the Pacific. 
Such policies are not idly or thoug ht­ 
lessly adopted. Increasing desperation in 
civilian bombing s and restriction of m ed­ 
ical supplies and relief food reaching the 
Chinese are not marks of confidence. 
M eanwhile J apan is g radually losing 
the foreig n markets in the 
g aining of 
which her star rose so meteorically in the 
years preceding the Chinese adventure. 
A country making the all-embracing ef­ 
fort of a vast 
\var on foreign 
soil 
can 
scarcely g ive the attention to foreig n trade 
which it demands. Germany found that 
out in 19 14-19 18 , and even today with her 
industrial plant centered on the arms in­ 
dustry, she knows it is true. J apan is un­ 
able to buy abroad as freely as before its 
Chinese 
war because 
of a shortag e of 
foreig n exchang e. 
It cannot fill foreign 
orders as surely or as promptly.

Memorial Day is a day of Remembrance. 
We turn backward to the memory of 
men who dared fling away their precious lives for something they deemed yet more precious. 
We honor them, and we speak their names in a low voice, feeling ourselves a little unworthy. 
More than 200, 000 Americans have fallen beneath the scythe of war since the days of 
VN^shington. 
Unnumbered millions have borne hardship and wounds. 
It Is the fashion of 
today to sneer at the hidden motives and the furtive and unworthy aims which, too often, 
underlie a war. 
It is natural to be deeply cynical of war’s final results, for the past 20 
years have been years of deep disillusion. But even such thoughts cannot tarnish the mem­ 
ory of the dead. 
They believed. 
And even the disappointments and betrayals, if you will, 
of those who lived cannot darken the brightness of the vision for which they gave their 
lives, nor of their own heroism in remaining, to the last, true to4bat vision. 
Can one decry

Can one 
sneer at the men who died on Lake 
Erie or on the slope of far Cerro 
Gordo because others had other 
interests at stake?

bringing the living image into 
your home by electrical imp ulses. 
Marvel of 1839 was the daguerreo­ 
typ e, p reserving on metal for the 
fir.^t time the p hotograp h. 
Louis Jacques Daguerre discov- 
ificd the secret of the daguerreo­ 
typ e p rocess just 100 years ago in 
Paris, although his cfTorts were 
combined with the exp eriments of 
Josep h Nicep hore Nicp cc. The dis­ 
covery was hailed as one of the 
most imp ortant of all time and 
teriainly it xvas, for up until then 
there was no way to p reserve the 
human image excep t by wax and 
p ortraits and neither could ap ­ 
p roximate the p hotograp h. 
But the world came exceedingly 
close to missing the daugcrrcotyp c 
at that, although had not Daguerre 
p erfected the p rocess someone else 
doubtless would have. 
The final 
step was p retty much an accident. 
Niep ce and Daguerre had worked 
on the p roblem for many years, 
indep endently. Then they met and 
revealed to each other the results 
of their exp eriments. Nicp ce told 
Daguerre he was using a chemical, 
“bitumen of Judea” to try to bring 
out the p ictures. 
Tlii.s op ened up 
a new field for Daguerre. 
He went home, closeted himself 
in his laboratory, worked fever­ 
ishly for nearly two years trying 
this chemical in all manner of 
combinations. Finally, one day, he 
left a silver sp oon in his chemical 
cup board on a metal p late coated 
with iodine. 
Next day he found a 
clear p icture of the sp oon on the 
p late. 
Success was achieved at 
last! 
Daguerre and Nicp ce are shown 
above on a new French stamp 
marking the centenary of p hotog­ 
rap hy.
